CONSTITUTION 


Sub- District  No  7 of  District  No. 
1 2,  U.  M.  W.  of  A. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall 
be  known  as  Sub-district  No.  7 of 
District  No.  12,  United  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America. 

Sec.  2.  Jurisdiction — This  sub- 
district shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
all  local  unions  in  said  sub-district 
which  shall  embrace  all  territory  in 
the  7th  inspection  district  of  Illinois. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  Officers — The  officers 
of  this  sub-district  shall  consist  of 
one  president,  one  vice  president, 
one  secretary-treasury  and  six  ex- 
ecutive members  who  shall  consti- 
tute the  executive  board. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  President— 
The  president  shall  preside  at  all 
conventions  of  the  sub-district.  He 


shall  sign  all  official  documents 
when  satisfied  of  their  correctness. 
He  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  va- 
cancies occurring  in  the  sub  district 
offices ; and  in  like  manner  he  is 
empowered  to  suspend  or  remove 
any  sub-district  officer  for  insubor- 
dination or  just  and  sufficient  cause 
by  first  notifying  the  entire  execu- 
tive board  and  giving  the  party  in 
question  a fair  and  impartial  trial 
with  the  consent  of  the  majority 
present.  He  shall  devote  his  time 
and  attention  to  the  interest  of  the 
sub-district  and  exercise  general 
supervision  of  its  workings  either  in 
the  field  or  in  the  sub-district  office 
as  sanctioned  by  the  executive  board 
of  sub-district. 

Sec.  3.  Duties  of  Vice  President 

—It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice 
president  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
and  attend  to  other  duties  pertain- 
ing to  the  office  of  president  in  the 
absence  of  the  president  and  to  fill 
vacancies  in  case  of  removal,  resig- 
nation or  death. 

Sec.  4.  Duties  of  Secretary- 
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Treasurer  -The  secretary-  treasurer 
shall  have  charge  of  and  preserve 
all  books  and  effects  of  the  sub-dis- 
trict office.  He  shall  record  pro- 
ceedings of  all  conventions  and  of 
the  meetings  of  the  executive  board 
and  shall  keep  copies  of  all  impor- 
tant letters  sent  out  by  him.  He 
shall  prepare  and  submit  to  all 
locals  in  sub  district  a quarterly  re- 
port of  all  monies  received  and  dis- 
bursed, and  perform  such  other  du- 
ties as  shall  be  assigned  to  him.  He 
shall  give  a bond  in  the  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00),  ap- 
proved by  the  executive  board  and 
deposited  with  the  president  of  sub- 
district. He  shall  not  have  in  his 
possession  at  any  time  more  than 
One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00) ; all 
amounts  over  and  above  shall  be 
deposited  in  a safe  bank  in  the  name 
of  the  executive  board  of  sub-district 
No.  7,  and  shall  not  be  drawn  upon 
without  the  consent  of  said  execu- 
tive board. 

Sec.  5.  The  executive  board  can 
be  called  together  by  president  and 
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secretary,  or  a majority  of  the  execu- 
tive board  ; and  when  secretary  has 
been  notified  by  a majority  of  said 
executive  board,  he  will  at  once  call 
a meeting  of  said  board. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  Revenue — The  rev- 
enue of  this  sub- district  shall  be  de- 
rived from  local  unions  of  said  sub- 
district,  viz.  : Five  cents  per  month 
per  member,  providing  there  is  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  or  more 
m the  sub-district  treasury  ; if  there 
be  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  in  said  treasury,  then  the 
sub-district  president  and  executive 
board  shall  be  empowered  to  make 
it  ten  cents  per  month  until  there  is 
such  amount  in  the  said  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  The  sub -district  conven- 
tion shall  be  held  annually,  com- 
mencing after  the  state  and  national 
conventions  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  March,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  joint  convention. 
Special  conventions  shall  be  called 
by  the  president  when  so  instructed 
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by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  sub-district. 

Sec.  3.  Representation — Repre- 
sentation to  sub  district  conventions 
from  local  unions  shall  have  one 
vote  for  one  hundred  or  less,  and 
one  additional  vote  for  each  one 
hundred  members  or  majority  frac- 
tion thereof. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  When  trouble  of  a 
local  character  shall  arise  between 
members  of  any  local  union  and 
their  employers  in  sub-district  No. 
7,  the  officers  of  said  local  union 
shall  endeavor  to  effect  an  amicable 
adjustment,  and  failing  in  this  they 
shall  immediately  notify  the  officers 
of  said  sub-district,  and  said  officers 
shall  immediately  investigate  the 
cause  for  complaint ; and  failing  to 
effect  a peaceable  settlement  upon  a 
basis  that  would  be  equitable  and 
just  to  aggrieved  members,  they 
shall  at  once  notify  the  state  officers. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  Any  local  union  under 
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the  jurisdiction  of  the  officers  of 
sub-district  No.  7,  who  refuses  to 
pay  any  levy  authorized  by  the  ex- 
ecutivs  board  of  said  sub-district, 
not  in  confiction  with  the  state  or 
national  constitution, shall  be  denied 
representation,  in  sub-district  con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  the 
organization  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America,  and  a practica- 
ble miner,  of  six  months’  standing 
in  the  district,  shall  be  eligible  to 
hold  office  in  the  district ; providing 
he  does  not  hold  a political  office, 
either  by  election  or  appointment, 
whereby  the  compensation  for  such 
political  office  is  equal  to  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  2.  Salaries  of  Officers— 
The  salaries  of  officers  of  sub-dis- 
trict No.  7 shall  be  fixed  prior  to  the 
election  of  officers.  The  sub-district 
president’s  salary  shall  be  sixty 
dollars  per  month  and  all  legitimate 
expenses.  The  salary  of  the  sub- 
district secretary- trea  surer  shall  be 
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twenty-five  dollars  per  month.  The 
executive  board  members  shall  re- 
ceive three  dollais  per  day  and  all 
legitimate  expenses,  when  called 
out  to  work  in  the  interest  of  the 
organization. 

Sec.  3.  The  checkweighman  shall 
monthly  on  blanks  furnished  for 
that  purpose  by  sub-district  secre- 
tary make  a correct  report  of  all 
coal  hoisted,  number  of  miners  em- 
ployed, number  of  day  men  em- 
ployed at  the  different  classes  of 
work,  number  of  days  worked  and 
the  amount  of  powder  used ; and 
such  other  information  as  is  in  their 
power  to  give.  The  sub-district 
secretary  shall  compile  these  re- 
ports in  the  sub-district  office. 

Sec.  4.  A two-third  vote  shall  be 
required  to  change  any  article  in 
this  constitution,  and  majority  of  all 
votes  cast  is  necessary  to  choice  at 
an  election  of  officers.

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REPORT  OE  JOINT  SCALE  COMMITTEE,  JOINT 

MEETING  OF  MINERS  AND  OPERATORS,  7TH 

SCALE  OR  CONTRACT  DISTRICT,  ILLINOIS, 

MARCH  20TH,  1901. 

Resolution  1 — That  same  conditions  that 
have  prevailed  during  year  ending  April 
1,  1901,  in  regard  to  horsebacks  shall  con- 
tinue for  ensuing  year;  provided  when 
miner  and  mine  manager  cannot  agree 
upon  price  for  removing  same,  the  com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  to  remove  horse- 
backs by  company  work,  and  shall  furnish 
miner  striking  same  another  working 
place  while  such  work  is  being  done. 

Resolution  2—Resolved,  That  the  fire- 
man’s wages  be  advanced  from  $1.80  per 
day  to  $2  per  day. 

Resolution  8— That  operators  shall  lay 
all  permanent  roads  whether  metal  or 
wood. 

Resolution  4-— All  moneys  checked  off 
through  the  company’s  office  be  paid  to 
the  miner’s  representative  twice  per 
month,  not  later  than  three  days  after  pay 
day. 

Resolution  5— That  prices  of  coal  to  em- 
ployes shall  be  left  to  local  settlement. 

Resolution  6 — That  operators  deliver 
mules  at  top  of  shaft,  and  that  drivers  be 
allowed  one  half  hour’s  time  per  day  for 
taking  same  down  the  shaft,  and  return- 
ing them  to  a rack  convenient  to  shaft, 
securely  fastened,  when  work  stops. 
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Operator  to  have  option  of  delivering 
mules  at  bottom  of  shaft  in  any  manner 
desirable.  (This  agreement  not  to  apply 
to  slopes  where  present  conditions  shall 
continue. 

Resolution  7 — Necessary  tools  for  all  day 
laborers  shall  be  furnished  by  the  operator 
except  carpenter  tools,  and  employes  shall 
be  responsible  to  company  for  all  tools 
furnished  them. 

Resolution  8— Scale  of  prices  for  all  top 
laborers  now  being  paid  shall  continue 
through  coming  scale  year,  excep&fipemen. 

Resolution  9 — There  shall  be  no  unjust 
discrimination  against  any  day  laborer  in 
so  far  that  the  work  be  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible equally  divided;  provided  the  parties 
are  competent  to  perform  the  work. 

Resolution  10— Old  employes  shall  have 
preference  where  they  are  idle  on  account 
of  shortage  of  places  over  new  men  apply- 
ing for  work,  when  competent  to  fill  va- 
cancies. 

Resolution  11 — Division  of  machine  rate 
at  mine  of  Chicago  & Carterville  Coal 
company  was  Referred  to  a committee 
which  reported  as  follows : “We  agree  to 
leave  the  machine  Case  at  Chicago  & Car- 
terville Coal  company's  mine  at  Herrin, 
111.,  for  adjustment  by  local,  or  a board  of 
arbitration  of  dis-interested  parties.  The 
company  to  retain  one  cent  per  ton  off 
machine  men  until  case  is  settled  on  after 
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April  l,  1901,  and  mine  must  continue  to 
work  (Signed,  W.  J.  McLain,  G.  W. 
Hall.)”  Above  report  was  adopted  by 
your  committee. 

Resolution  12— Operators  may  employ 
sufficient  shooters  and  loaders  to  insure 
the  coal  being  loaded  after  each  machine 
to  its  full  capacity,  it  being  understood 
that  operators  shall  not  overcrowd  the 
mine  with  loaders;  > and  that  each  two 
loaders  be  given  two  places  as  soon  as 
practicable. 

Resolution  13— That  all  mining  machines 
be  delivered  into  and  out  of  the  mine  by 
the  operator . 

Resolution  14 — That  all  mining  tools 
shall  be  properly  sharpened  in  a reason- 
able time,  and  ready  for  delivery  at  usual 
place,  and  operators  shall  see  that  suf- 
ficient receivers  are  placed  to  insure  reas- 
onably dry  air  at  machines.  Machine 
picks  shall  be  properly  drawn  out. 

Resolution  15— HaND  WORK— All  en- 
tries, cross  cuts,  room  necks  and  break- 
throughs, shall  be  considered  narrow 
work,  and  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  yard. 
Twelve  feet  land  under  $1.82  per  yard,  and 
for  every  foot  increase  in  width,  a decrease 
of  ten  cents  per  yard  in  price, . and  where 
entries  are  to  be  arched,  or^two;  men  re- 
quired to  work  together  in  any  shift,  25 
cents  per  yard  additional. 

MACHINE  WORK— Jackson  county 
twelve  feet  and  under  $1,60  per  yard  and 
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for  every  foot  increase  in  width,  a decrease 
of  nine  cents  per  yard  in  price.  William- 
son county,  $1.0$per  yard  of  twelve  feet 
and  under,  anajjpr  every,  foot  of  increase, 
a decrease  of  per  yard.  Room 

widening,  same  aa.present  ydar. 

Resolution  16-Powder  shall  be  deliver-  . 
ed  at  nearest  switch  to  working  place,  and 
company  shall  be  responsible  for  lost  / 
powder;  . * ;':v"  - r //  / A (: 

Resolution  17— When  machine  men 
work  together,  their  money  shall  be  divid- 
ed equally  in  the  office,  and  that  each  man 
draw  his  own  checks.  (Referred  back  to  \ 
operators  and  miners  locally  for  settle- 
ment.) 


Resolution  18— All  company  houses 
rented  to  employes  shall  be  kept  in  repair, 
and  in  a habitable  condition.  The  tenant 
shall  be  responsible  for  houses  so  rented, 
and  pay  damages  for  injuries  to  same,  ac- 
tual wear  and  tear  excepted. 

Resolution  19 — When  operators  put  a 
limit  on  cars  all  above  such  limit  shall  go 
into  check  weighman’s  fund.  (Referred* 
for  local  settlement.) 

Resolution  20— The  following  report 
was  presented  and  adopted:  “That  all 

entries,  break-throughs,  cross-cuts  and 
room  turning  be  considered  as  narrow 
work,  twelve  feet  and  under  $1  82  per  yd., 
and  for  every  foot  increase  in  width,  ten 
cents  decrease  per  yard.  All  places  over 
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eighteen  feet  not  considered  narrow  work. 
(Signed  W.  H.  Evans,  Gus  Cain),  dele- 
gate, G,  W.  Robinson,  operator.”  Rooms 
shall  be  widened  out  an  angle  of  forty- five 
degrees,  price  to  be  $3  64  for  widening 
same.  Room  necks  to  be  left  to  the  op- 
tion of  operator.  Above  applies  to  Saline 
county. 

Resolution  21— Matter-^f  - payment  for 
roles,  draw  slate  and  all  dead  work  shall 
be  referred  back  for  settlement  locally 
when  they  were  not  taken  up  last  year 
and  adjusted  satisfactorily.
